About your RBA, the field mod #3, as I recall, lowered the bottom frequency 
from 15kc to 10kc for some super transmission system that was supposed to 
contact submerged subs. I don't think it is in use anymore. The Trans was a 
monster out in the "Bad Land" with constructed coax a man could stand in. But, 
at that freq the trans was so slow, about all you could do is hint to the sub 
that you had a message for them. I think at that moment the sub would send up 
an antenna bouy and get the message via another mode. 

My manual was upgraded in 1951 but no referenceto the mod in the manual. I 
learned about it from a sticker on my set and some forgotten publications. 
don't have the receiver here at the moment. It's in storage awaiting my 
attention.

Well, well, microphone questions, eh? 


Several criteria to consider when trying to match up a mike to a rig: 

a) input impedance: is the rig a Hi-Z input or Lo-Z? A straight D-104 = 
crystal mic likes to see a load of at least 1 meg-ohm. Yes, I said 1 = 
meg ohm. The D-104 and most high quality crystal mics needed a very high = 
impedance load to work properly, otherwise you end up with poor audio = 
quality, i.e: thin, tinny audio, as the lo-end frequencies get = 
completely cut off. Anything less than 1 meg will cut off the lows and = 
pre-emphasize the highs. Rigs with nominal 50K to 100K ohms impedance 
will sound tinny. 

b) mic gain and processing: does the rig have sufficient mic gain and 
is there a processor to crank the audio even higher? Some D-104's have 
pre-amps, which boost the output somewhat and provide an impedance = 
conversion, typically providing a nominal output impedance (from the = 
mic) o£ around 5K ohms. This provides a compromise match for most rigs, 
Hi or Lo-Z. 


The D-104 with pre-amp can be used with almost any rig, Hi-Z or Lo-Z, = 
but you won't have Hi-Fi audio. It will be decent, "communications" = 
quality audio and you should not get too many complaints. There are some = 
exceptions: some modern, sx*id-s*x*xte rigs which require a Lo-Z mic = 
input may sound a bit shrill. 


Virtually any BA era, tube type SSB rig will sound OK with a D-104, = 
particularly the pre-amp type. Another excellent mic that fits most BA = 
SSB rigs is the venerable Shure 444. Almost any good, Hi-Z dynamic will 
also work such as the EV(? I think it's EV?) 638. 


Like Jim K4CGY, I too have used a D-104 on virtually every rig I've = 
owned with consistently satisfactory results.

I am sure we all have aching back and skinned knuckles caused by moving 
the heavy BAs around on, off, above, beside etc. the desk - in my limited 
space 

I found I was often 

trying (and I emphasize 'try') to move the thing(s) around in order to 
gain access to coax to move it from one rig to another off of the Dow-Key 
relay, change the Dow-Key from one octal to another transmitter's relay 
socket, and so on. Can be tiring.. and I don't want to remember too often 
when my friend lost control and sailed a 390A off the desk forward 

onto the floor (handles 

took the blow and protected the front, thank goodness!) 


Some time back I spotted what I thought, and now think IS, a solution. 
Roller balls. 

I quote, from The Catalog: 

“called transfer balls in manufacturing, these one inch polished steel 
balls ride 

on a bed of 1/8 inch ball hearings in a steel housing...unlike cylindrical 
rollers they do not have to be lined up with the machine... they have no 
bias.. load rating is 77 lbs per ball". 

Cost to me was 3.95 CDN $ per ball for 1 - 5, which goes down to 3.25 if 6 
or more are purchased. 


These were obtained from Lee Valley Tools in Ottawa, Ont., now in its 20th 
year of operation, a fine and responsbile Canadian company we are ALL 
proud of in its success. 

Unlike many of the fine L-V and Veritas products, these are not made in 
Canada, so should not be hard to find generally. The general application 
for them is for rollers from stock going on and off of power machinery 
(saws, planers, etc.). 


So.. anyhow (and I have no interest financially in L-V) I saw them and 


bells went off. I got some plywood just a bit bigger (its what I had and 
did not want to saw, yet..) than the base of an Apache and put 4 roller 
balls on the bottom. It now sits on the desk and can be rolled back, 
forth, and sideways for any goofing around on has to do on the back or

> This is one of the things that I thought, but the transformer is marked 
as 

> '93 VAC, 50-1000 Hz' and in the manual the standard power consumption 
(45W) 

> is given at 50Hz. 


I dug out my late issue TV-7/TV-7B/TV-7D technical manual and it says 
50-1000 Hz on the schematic. 

But you know, it wouldn't be the first time Uncle Sam got fooled. If the 
transformer is drawing too much current and is has sufficient primary 
inductance (secondaries floating) normally for 50 Hz, than the problem is 
shorted turns. You might be able to detect a difference in secondary 
voltages and resistances between the two transformers or it may be very 
obvious if the short is in one side of the center tapped high voltage 
secondary. Just some thoughts.

I used cyanoacrylate glue (super-glue) on the collar after first 
aligning the position properly. The glue is nice and thin and gets down 
in to the space between the shaft and the colar. 


That was 4 years ago and its still holding. After locating the problem I 
checked the other trimmers in the other cans and found several others 
that were marginal and used the same technique on them.

Some time back I sent a post that my daughter had spotted a source of plastic 
swizzle sticks that could be cut into small pieces to fit the knob position 
indicator holes on the Johnson rigs. 


After months of searching, she reported that she'd drawn a blank. 


But, she showed up a few days ago with what she thought might work. She's a 
florist and she asked me to try using some white plastic sticks they use in 
flower arrangements. I tried one and darned if it didn't fit! I'd guess one 
stick would outfit every knob on two Valiants! 


Now lest I get bombarded overnight with requests for me to deplete the shop's 
stock of plastic sticks and spend the next few weeks answering E-mail 
requests, please drop by your local florist and see if they won't sell you a 
few. Couldn't be more than 50 cents or so for four or five of them.

Hi Stan, 
The 'smart-aleck' answer is "as much as you need to get full output!". 


IT use a D-104 on my Valiant (AM) and get 100% modulation with the 
mic gain set at 4 (on a 10-scale). I have also used it on a Drake 
TR-4 and the setting was 5 for full SSB output. Some D-104's came 
with transistor amps in the base, but I think these were more for 
shaping the audio than amplifying it. BTW, Astatic still sells new 
D-104 mic cartridges - I bought one a couple of months ago for = 


$19.95. The specs for D-104 are -47db for the crystal cartridge 
and -53db for the ceramic cartridge. 


My TS-940 Kenwood manual specifies a mic input amplitude of 

-50db (appx. 3.3mv) and recommends using a resistor voltage 
divider network with "...high output microphones such as D-104...". 
They show a 20k resistor in series with the "hot" mic lead 

and a 10k resistor across the two mic leads following the 20k.
